SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 14 
~—Orville E. Hodge, ousted Illi- 
nois state auditor, will be taken 
from St. John’s Hospital here 
at 4:30 a.m. tomorrow and 
driven by automobile to Chi- 
cago, where he will be ar- 
raigned in federal court in the 
$1,000,000 check-cashing scan- 
dal in his former office, it was 
announced today. 

United States District Judge 
John P. Barnes in Chicago is- 
sued a writ of habeas corpus 
for Hodge's appearance there 
on charges of conspiving to mis- 
apply $872,000 in federally in- 
sured bank funds. The former 
auditor has said he intends to 
plead guilty ‘of the federal 
charge. He pleaded guilty yes- 
terday to state charges involv- 
ing $637,000. 

Sheriff*Arthur A. Gross re- 
ceived the writ today and took 
it to State’s Attorney George 
P. Coutrakon of Sangamon 
county for an opinion. Cout- 
rakon said he would have to 
study the writ befere he could 
advise Gross on the course of 
action to follow. 

In setting tomorrow for 
Hodge’s arraignment, Judge 
Barnes did take into considera- 
tion that he could not appear 
today, the original date of the 
arraignment. He was given a 
24-hour postponement.

CAIRO, Aug. 14—When Lord 
Kitchener came to Egypt to in- 
spect the British forces defend- 
ing the Suez canal in World 
War I—the Germans with Turk- 
ish help had moved far into the 
Middle East and threatened the 
canal—he found the British 
garrison comfortably installed 
west of the canal in Egypt. 

He berated the British com- 
mander, saying: “You are not 
defending the Suez canal, the | 
canal is defending you.” He 


to move his troops eastward into 
the desert where the Germans | 
would confront the troops first 
and not the canal. 

The writer has spent two days | 
by rail and motor traveling up 
and down the length of the ca- 
nal. It is quite true to say now 
that the Egyptian army is not 
defending the Suez canal, it is 
being defended by it. 

On much of the westward 
side of the canal the sweetwater 
irrigation canals and ditches 
carrying water from the Nile 
make agriculture and normal 
living possible. To the east, 
since fresh water cannot be 
carried over the canal, there is 
nothing but desert—desert, heat | 
and desolation. 


Not Much to Defend. 

It is easy to understand why 
neither the British 40 years ago 
nor the Egyptians today have 
any enthusiasm to move into | 
the hot and waterless wastes to 
set up their defenses. 

There is not much to defend | 
when one is defending a canal. | 
A canal or any other waterway 
is hard to interrupt. The banks 
of the Suez canal are low and | 
it cannot be filled in by bombs 
or mines. The only practicable 
and easy way to block it is to 
sink ships in the channel. The 
passage can be cleared then 
faster by digging a channel | 
around the obstruction than by 
clearing it. 

Most of the ground through 
which the canal has been dug 
is soft earth and modern ma- | 
chintry can dig new channels 
faster than old ones can be 
obstructed. 

There are one railway bridge 
and two highway bridges across 
the canal leading to Israel and 
the Sinai peninsula. These are 
the Critical -points along the 
canal. The bridges are pro- 
tected by small anti-aircraft | 
guns which would be of no 
value against modern aircraft. | 

Could Use Paratroops. 

Nor if the British or French 
decided to reoccupy the canal | 
zone, would they care to de- | 
stroy these bridges. It can ft 
expected that they would land 
parachute troops on both sides | 
of the bridges‘ and take them 
over intact. There is no visible | 
evidence that the Egyptians are 
prepared to cope with a ma- 
neuver of this sort. 

One sees a few troops along 
the lonely stretches of the | 
canal. Anti-aircraft machine | 
guns are located where it is | 
impossible to believe that they | 
would have any value. But they | 
make a satisfactory show for | 
Egyptian faith and fears. 

Occasionally there are trucks | 
on the highway loaded with 
troops armed with submachine 
guns. A few obsolete Bren gun 
carriers move by and some 
obsolete small tanks. Nothing 
is; visible that indicates that | 
there are men or equipment for | 
a strong defense. | 

In the desert and in the flat | 
and cultivated lands west of the 
canal it is hardly possible to 
cdnceal any substantial military 
strength. 

Troops on Israeli Border. 

Much more serious than this, 
as far as Egypt is concerned, is 
that substantial Egyptian forces 
are on the Israeli border to the 
east and’ wholly dependent upon 
the one railway and two high- 
way bridges across the canal. 

The sola evidence of modern 
equipment seen in two days 
along the canal was a forma- 
tion of four MIG fighters, evi- 
dence that Egypt got something, 

however small, from its deal 
with the Soviet Union. Only

STANTON DEFENDS 


OMISON OF LM 


CBS Head Wires Butler 


That Network Exercised 


Freedom of News Judgment. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14 (AP) — 
Frank Stanton, president of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
said today “those who make the 
news cannot, in a free society, 
dictate to broadcasters, a8 part 
of the free press, to what ex- 
tent. where and how they shall 
cover the news.” ' 

He made the statement in a 
telegram to Paul Butler, chair- 
man at the Democvatic National 
Committee in Chicago. 

Butler criticized CBS last 
night for not televising a movie 
shown the Democratic national 
convention. 

Butler claimed CBS had com- 
mitted it@elf to carry the film, 
titled “Pursuit of Happiness, 
and said that he would demand 
the network carry it later. 

Stanton said in his telegram 
to Butler: 

“Tl am shocked by your in- 
flamatory attack on CBS before 
the convention ... and by your 
subsequent statements at a 
press conference. You are in 
fundamental error both on the 
facts and on the principles of 
free press which are deeply 


involved. 
“Neither I nor anyone else 
at CBS has ever committed 


CBS to carry the film. There 
has been no agreement at any 
time on the subject.” 

Stanton continued: 

“Those who make the news 
cannot, in a free society, dictate 
to broadcasters, as part of the 
free press, to what extent, 
where and how they shall cover 
the news. .. . On the contrary, 


we insist most vigorously that. 


we are, and must remain, free 
to exercise our news pudgment. 
... You may disagree with how 
we exercise our news pudgment 
in this instance. But we, in 
turn, must retain that basic 
right which is guaranteed by 
the Constitution.” 

Butler told the convention, 
without referring to CBS by 
name, that a major TV network 
had failed to carry the special 
film the party had made to pro- 
vide a prelude to Tennessee 
Gov. Frank G. Clements’s key- 
note address. The film detailed 
the party history. The crowd 
booed when Butler made his as- 
sertion immediately after the 
film had been shown in the 
darkened hall. 

Butler told reporters that 
Stanton bad made a commit- 
ment to carry the film as part 
of the convention program at 
least as long ago as last Febru- 
ary. 

“This is absolute sabotage of 
an important part of our pro- 
gram,” Butler said. 

He said the Democrats had 
spent “many thousands of dol- 
lars” in producing the film and, 
before undertaking it, had se- 
cured commitments not only 
from CBS but NBC and ABC 
that they would carry it. 

While Butler did not refer 


'to CBS by name to the conven- 


tion, he told the delegates he 


wanted to thank the National 


Broadcasting Co. and the Ameri- 


can Broadcasting Co. for carry- 


ing the show—a 28-minute film 
entitled “Pursuit of Happiness,” 

Earlier the crowd had cheered 
shots of Franklin D. Roosevelt 


and Harry S. Truman. -

(The United Press said Gov. 
Averell Harriman will back a 
floor fight againsti t the civil 
rights plank fails to recognize 
the Supreme Court decision on 
racial integration of public 
schools.

The labor plank given out by 
the drafting subcommittee was 
titled “a Magna Carta for 
labor.” It promised outright 
elimination of the Taft-Hartley 
act enacted by the Republican- 
controlled Eightieth Congress 
and said President Eisenhower 
had failed to carry out cam- 
paign pledges to alter “the vi- 
cious anti-union character” of 
the labor-management act. 

The plank also committed the 
Democrats to a minimum wage 
of “at least” $1.25 an hour. 

Taft-Hartley repeal is neces- 
sary, the plank said, because 
“state ‘right-to-work’ laws have 
their genesis in its discrimina- 
tory anti-labor provisions.” 

‘Free Enterprise’ Plank. 

Borrowing a favorite Repub- 
lican phrase, the drafters prom- 
ised “free enterprise” for small 
and independent business. 

“We have had under Hard- 
ing, Coolidge and Hoover, and 
now under Eisenhower, govern- 
ment of the many, by the few, 
and for the few,” the plank 
said. 

The plank pledged tax relief 
for small and independent busi- 
ness, more favorable interest 
rates, and a larger share of 
government contracts for pe 
little fellows. 

‘(The United Press said the 
platform drafters in a reversal 
of party policy accused the Re- 
publican Administration of sac- 
rificing American industry to 
cheap foreign imports. They 
pledged Democrats to “reverse 
and rtmedy” this trend. 

(Traditionally it has been the 
Democrats w ho championed 
more imports and the Republi- 
cans who fought for increased 
tariffs and other restraints on 
imports.)

CHICAGO, Aug. 14 (AP) — 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson of Texas said 
today “no one has offered me 
any kind of deal” for the 56 
Texas votes at the Democratic 
national convention. 

“No one has made any over- 
tures to me to swing the Texas | 
delegation to them—which I 
could not do if I chose,” John- 
son told a crowded press con- 
ference in his Conrad Hilton 
botel headquarters. 

Johnson said he wanted to 
dispel “any mystery that might | 
exist about what is happening 


in this room.” He was talking | 
about the long procession of | 
key convention figures who 


have trooped in to see him 


Yesterday Johnson talked at 
some length with the two con- 
vention front runners for the 
presidential nomination, Adlai 
E. Stevenson and Gov. Averell 
Harriman. He also saw Senator | 
Stuart Symington of Missouri, | 
a favorite son contender, Sena- | 
tor Estes Kefauver of Tennes- 
see and many others. He has 
held two long sessions with for- 
mer President Truman. 

Out of this series of talks 
have grown reports that John- 
son is in position to seize the 
role of kingmaker at the con- 
vention. 

Johnson brushed this off and 
insisted his role in Chicago is 
just as he defined on his, ar- 
rival last Saturday—to exercise 
a moderating influence in both 
the writing of the platform and 
selection of a nominee so that 
the party will wind up the 
week with the greatest possible 
unity, 

He made it clear that in his 
talks with Stevenson and Har- 
riman much of the discussion 
centered on two key planks in 
the platform—foreign policy 
and civil rights. 

As to his own candidacy for 
the presidential nomination, 
Johnson said his position is un- 
changed—he is not seeking any 
votes and has declined many in- 
vitations to appear before other 
state delegations.

In their effort to boost their 
candidate’s total, Stevenson’s 
backers indicated they were 
counting on picking up strength 
primarily from New Jersey, 
Massachusetts and Washington, 
and from several southern 
states. 

The maneuverings of Senator 
Lyndon B, Johnson of Texas 
held out the prospect that Stev- 
enson might be denied some 
southern support he otherwise 
might have on the first or the 
second ballots. 

Johnson had moved into the 
category of a “maybe-serious” 
candidate for the nomination | 
today. He appeared i. effect to 
be working to see that party 
harmony was achieved by adop- 
tion of a civil rights plank that 
would not alienate Southerners. 

He was aided by the experi- 
enced efforts of Senator Rich- 
ard Russell of Georgia. Whether 
or not Johnson was a candidate, 
Russell was running with him. 

The situation seemed _ to 
shake down this way: Whether 
Johnson actually makes a fight- 
ing bid for the nomination will 
be determined by the trend of 
the balloting.

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When Congress Says ‘No’ 

There are times when Congress does its best 
service for the people in saying “No”! In the 
session recently adjourned several notable in- 
stances of this kind are ‘recorded. Sometimes 
this was the result of Democratic opposition to a 
proposal in committee or before the chamber. 
Sometimes it was the result of Republican oppo- 
sition. Sometimes members of the two parties 
joined hands to turn down a dubious or bad idea. 

Here are five specific instances and the coun- 
try is, in our opinion, better off because each 
of these proposals failed to carry: 

Sedition: After the Supreme Court properly 
invalidated a Pennsylvania sedition law—and 
thereby all other state sedition laws—a bill was 
reported by the Senate Judiciary Committee 
which would have over-ruled the Court and re- 
instated such laws. This was strongly supported 
by the Department of Justice. Yet the Court had 
pointed out that sedition is an offense against 
the nation. It was absurd to have state laws 
with varying definitions of the crime and with 
varying penalties for it. The federal judiciary is 
quite competent to apply a uniform federal law. 
So the Senate avoided needless confusion by 
taking no action on the recommendation. 

Security Risks: Another Supreme Court deci- 
sion held that security proceedings had been in- 
stituted illegally against persons in non-sensitive 
positions in Government and in industry. Here 
in St. Louis a little more than a year ago Chief 
Justice Warren had warned against the wide 
spread of security surveillance and its serious 
implications for civil rights. Attorney General 
Brownell appealed for legislation to offset the 
decision. Senate and House considered legisla- 
tion to authorize the discharge of any employe 
under conditions widely regarded as unfair. But 
Congress did not act on the Attorney General's 
recommendation, thus forcing reinstatement of 
those illegally discharged and letting the deci- 
sion stand as a safeguard for the future. 

Road Financing: While Congress approved a 
highway-building program, it killed President 
Eisenhower’s original proposal that such work 
be financed through bond issues. The interest 
charges would have been a windfall for lenders. 
But the Administration was saved from raising 
the cost of highways to taxpayers. 

Postal Rates: Postmaster General Summer- 
field appealed for an increase in postal rates to 
get his department “out of the red.” But he 
urged the largest increase—from 3 to 4 cents— 
for first class mail, the one category already 
earning a substantial profit. The House passed 
a bill, 217 to 166, incorporating this 3344 per 
cent increase while raising the bargain rates on 
magazines, junk mail and the like only slightly. 
The Senate allowed the measure to die, thus 
saving the Administration from the displeasure 
of the nation’s letter-writers. 

Bricker Amendment: In slightly changed form, 
the Senate Judiciary Committee favorably re- 
ported the Dirksen version of Senator Bricker's 
plan to handcuff the President in the conduct 
of foreign affairs. This was the plan of a Re- 
publican Senator, but chiefly through the re- 
lentless opposition of Democratic Senator Hen- 
nings of Missouri, it was blocked and the 
Administration's freedom of action preserved. 
Senator Johnson of Texas, as majority leader, 
also deserves a salute for not scheduling the 
resolution for a vote. 

In each of these cases the best interests of the 
nation were served, showing that Congress can 
do some of its best work by saying “No.” 
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A Good Man to Quote 

British writers are more likely than Ameri- 
can writers to quote striking lines of verse or 
prose because, on the whole, they are better 
read. So said J. Donald Adams, the erudite 
editor of The New York Times Book Review 
recently. But he softened the blow by remark- 
ing that we use a good many quotations without 
being aware of it. 

The following, for example, are all from 
Shakespeare: “foregone conclusion,” “as good 
luck would have it,” “we have seen better days” 
and “eaten out of house and home.” It was 
Pope who launched “fools rush in,” “hope springs 
eternal,” “as the twig is bent,” “to err is human” 
and “speed the parting guest.” And Sir Walter 
Scott first said “tell it to the marines!” 

The contribution of such telling phrases to 
the common language indicates greater influence 
than the authoring of longer “purple patches.” 
We agree with Havelock Ellis that good writers 
are averse to quotation because it requires them 
to blend an alien music with their own. To 
drop another man’s words into your own to 
achieve perfect expression is a fine art. But 
let us confess the handicap of an unreliable 
memory and a distaste for reference books. 

If Mr. Adams feels that there should be a bit 
more quoting, then we suggest for his considera- 
tion the art developed by a young Englishman, 
Basil Saunders, who worked for a while in a 
New York public relations office. He felt that 
it would be fun to quote himself and then to 
quote himself quoting himself. So he wrote a 
speech for the president of a corporation which 
quoted a speech by a director of the firm also 
written by Saunders, and so on and on and on. 
This should be much easier on the memory, Also, 
by and by, it should have a man feeling that he 
has really brought off something first class, 
something Which is passing the test of time 
with an “A”—and with what economy of effort! 
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What to Teach or How? 
A rather warmish exchage has been going on 


in our letter column about the reluctance of 
some school administrators to engage as teach- 
ers persons who have not taken a considerable 
number of so-called education courses, Criticism 
of this requirement has been intensified by the 
shortage of teachers. 

Outstanding schoolmen complain of the pro- 
liferation and thinning-out of courses devoted 
to teaching methods. Teachers’ college students 


have had time to gain only the vaguest knowl- | 


edge of the subjects they are expected to ex- 
plain. There were good teachers, the critics point 
out, for centuries before the first course in edu- 
cation was offered. Such courses are even de- 
plored as a device to avoid job competition from 
those trained in the traditional arts and sciences 

Obviously, a good teacher should, first of all, 
know his subject thoroughly. Knowledge of 
tested teaching methods certainly is desirable, 
but only if method is brought to the service of 
genuine substance. The debate, however, has 
become all but puerile in view of the lowering 
of standards, including the granting of so-called 
temporary teaching certificates, to obtain teach- 


_ ers enough for our zooming school population. 


This induced the Ford Foundation, under Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins, to finance a project for induc- 
ing college graduates without educational credits 

to enter the teaching field, beginning their work 


~ under supervision—rather like interns—and tak- - 


ing some education courses after school hours. 
This has been successful where tried. The num- 
ber of teachers uncguayed for eutaelanens 


vation was to be expected, human nature being 
what it is. But surely a conscientious administra- 
tor is eager to have competent, enthusiastic 
teachers in his classroom, no matter how trained. 

Academic qualifications for teaching make 
sense, but only so. long as they are not hollow 
forms. Petty jealousies should not deprive chil- 
dren of the help of those who can impart genu- 
ine knowledge and kindle the desire for ever 
deeper learning. 


The Democrats Begin 

Television's influence was readily discernible 
at the first day’s sessions of the Democratic na- 
tional convention. Four years ago this new 
form of communication was applied on a major 
basis for the first time by convention managers. 
This time they began at once to accommodate 
the old convention procedures to the néw means 
of direct reperting to the living rooms of the 
nation. 

The keynote address of Gov. Clement of Ten- 
nessee, as temporary chairman, provides an 
illustration of this. The personally attractive 
young orator viewed the Republican perform- 
ance with traditional political alarm and he 
pointed to the record of the Democrats in 
thorough-going partisan pride. But he appeared 
always to keep in mind the fact that his speech 
was going out to the country on the airwaves. 

Four years ago the Democratic keynoter, then 
Gov. Dever of Massachusetts, boomed on inter- 
minably. The impression made by the perspir- 
ing, shouting, seemingly belligerent speaker was 
bad enough fh the convention hall. It was far 
worse on the millions who were looking in at 
home via their television screens. The 1952 
keynoter made not the slightest concession to 
the new medium of expression. Indeed he 
seemed almost to defy it. 

Not so the adaptable, resourceful Gov. 
Clement this year. He rang the changes in the 
hall, but he also pleaded with the unconverted 
in the vastly greater audience that stretched out 
from Chicago in all directions. 


For a prelude to his keynote, the Tennessee 
official had an impressive documentary film of 
the history of the Democratic party from Jef- 
ferson's day, with special emphasis on the 
periods: of Wilson, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Truman and the popular social and economic 
gains that came in those Administrations. 


The Clement postlude was a clever inter- 
rogation of two brilliant children, a Negro girl 
prodigy in spelling and an even younger boy, 
expert in economic and financial matters. En- 
tertaining as well as informational, this feature 
was tailored for the television audience. 


Still another gesture to the millions outside 
the convention hall was the selection of Senator 
Kennedy of Massachusetts as the narrator of the 
documentary. Both engaging and forceful, the 
young legislator sketched in the history of the 
depression of the '30s for the new voters who 
did not experience those dark days. Then he 
effectively summarized the bold and imaginative 
measures employed by the Democrats to arrest 
the country’s economic collapse. 

Thus pictures were combined with words and 
entertainment was joined with political argu- 
ment. On their first day the Democrats at 
Chicago associated the new with the old, and 


-the direction of movement was in favor of 


the new. The national political conventions will 
never be the same again. 
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Hodge Pleads Guilty 

Orville E. Hodge of Granite City, who planned 
to run for Governor of Illinois in 1960 and was 
widely talked of for the highest office in the 
state, has formally confessed his crimes. He 
pleaded guilty of forgery in the $1,000,000 state 
check-cashing scandals. He pleaded guilty to 
embezzlement. And he pleaded guilty to confi- 
dence game. 

Barely more than two months ago the ex- 
Auditor of Illinois was dismissing the first news- 
paper revelations of his unprecedented defalca- 
tions as “political smears.” The charges, Hodge 
said, were the handiwork of political enemies 
who were frustrated in not being able to get 
anything on him! 

Yet there he stood on Monday, in the historic 
Sangamon County Courthouse, which as the old 
capitol at Springfield often knew the voice of 
Abraham Lincoln. There he stood saying “Yes, 
sir,” to each of the 46 indictmefits voted against 
him by the grand jury. 

State’s Attorney Coutrakon acted in the peo 
ple’s interests in requiring each of the indict- 
ments to be read in full to Hodge and in requir- 
ing him to answer on each one. The sooner 
Hodge begins his punishment the better. The 
people of Illinois will watch with special atten- 
tion to see whether genuine medical necessity 
or something else keeps him in a hospital room 
instead of the jail cell his betrayal of public 
trust merits. 


Whirling in for a Visit 

In less than a month—on Sept. 7, to be spe- 
cific—the planet Mars will have whirled to with- 
in 35,000,000 miles of the earth. That’s just about 
as close as it ever comes. And an enthusiastic 
committee of astronomers will be on hand to 
give the dusty, red visitor from outside our orbit 
the kind of reception it deserves. 

The National Geographic Society reports that 
Mars is in for its most intensive inspection since 
the perfection of the telescope. Some 22 observa- 
tories of the International Mars Committee will 
do their best to photograph the Martian ca- 
nals, the oasis, the blue-green “vegetation” and 
anything else in sight, All of which suggests that, 
among other things, we ought to be in for an in- 
teresting round of speculation on whether Mars 
can support life as we know it and, if so, wheth- 
er or not it does. 

A few flying-saucer reports are sure to drift 
in, but these can be discounted in advance. 
Saucers from a planet with as many canals as 
Mars would have to be amphibious. Anyway, the 
first week in September “promises a welcome 
break from mundane affairs. Mars will be in the 
neighborhood.

The next voice you hear, any time 
during the next few weeks, is likely 
to be a TV commentator making fun 
of the national conventions. Corre- 
spondents from foreign countries, in 
particular, will lift their hands in pious 
disgust at the goings-on in Chicago and 
San Francisco. They will ask their 
readers: How can 
anything good 
come out of such 
a bedlam of pa- 
rades, intrigue, 
heat, brass bands, 
hard liquor, am- 
bition, funny hats,

In this ridiculous 
fashion—they will 
report—the Ameri-

The most interesting case for the 
defense that I know of was offered by 
Thomas E. Dewey—one of the ablest 
advocates who ever stepped into a 
courtroom. He also knows as much 
about conventions as any man now liv- 
ing. His conclusions about the conven- 
tion system, therefore, deserve con- 
siderable respect. 


Initiated by Andrew Jackson 


Such a view was set forth—with sur- 
prising frankness and good humor— 
in a series of lectures which he de- 
livered in 1950 at the Woodrow Wilson 
School of Public and International Af- 
fairs of Princeton University. Here is 
the gist of what he said: 

“Ever since Andrew Jackson in- 
vented it, the convention has remained 
pretty much the same.

“In the shaping of the

“Much has been said and written sug- 
gesting that nominations are secured 
as a result of unconscionable bargains, 
private commitments, and actual pur- 
chase of delegate support. 

“In my own experience this is cer- 
tainly not the case. In the national 
conventions in which I have been in- 
volved, while I may have been for- 
tunate or naive, I am in a position to 
know that no private commitments 
were ever given on my behalf. Nor 
was the support of any delegate ever 
purchased or the promise of a public 
office ever made to anyone.... 


Components of the Parties 


“Now, where does the ‘smoke-filled 
room’ come in? It comes in where there 
are enough strong candidates to prevent 
anyone from getting a majority and 
there is a stalemate. When that hap- 
pens there are frantic_conferences to 
create a coalition between two leaders, 
usually with one for President and one 
for Vice President... . 

“Why do the parties have these bitter 
internal fights? And why must they 
achieve their own coalitions? Because 
there are wide divergencies pf opinion 
in each of the two great parties. And 
why are there these wide divergencies 
of opinion? Because each party really 
represents a composite spectrum of 
roughly similar interests. 

“Each contains farmers; each con- 
tains industrial workers; each includes 
business men; each attracts men and 
women from every walk and station 
of life. Each party is to some extent 
a reflection of the other. 

“The result is that, since the Civil 
War and until recently, the parties have 
not been too far apart on most funda- 
mentals of our system... . 

“It is Only necessary to compare the 
last four platforms of both parties to 
find how similar they are... . 

“Some have proposed that in order 
to eliminate all of the defects of na- 
tional conventions in one fell swoop, 
the present convention system should 
be abolished. They propose that party 
primaries be held in each of the 48 
states with the results binding upon 
the delegates. 

Campaigning in 48 Primaries 

“Such a proposal would make the 
nomination for President nothing but 
a popularity contest in each state. If 
one candidate should win a majority 
of the delegates from all the states, he 
would be nominated dutomatically and 
the convention, like the Electoral Col- 
lege, would merely ratify the results. 

“Otherwise there would be a dead- 
locked convention made up of delegates 
instructed for a variety of ca ates.

Those whe stay at home and feel 
nostalgic about the Northern Rockies 
this time of year will enjoy reading this 
amusing, slightly trashy account of life 
in the Teton country “after hours.” The 
cocktail hour for permanent residents 
of Jackson, Wyo., begins, according to 
Donald Hough, after Labor day; it ex- 
tends through the crisp Wyoming au- 
tumn, through Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas, ending, roughly, at New Year's. 

The doings of this bright season, 
when the slot machines are quiet and 
neither dudes nor tourists wander 
around the town square, reflect the re- 
sourcefulness, humor and capacity for 
good, solid drinking of the local popu- 
lace. The merchants, ranchers, cow- 
boys, government men, writers and 
other odd characters: who, with wives 
and children, make up this set, com- 
bine their talents to brace themselves 
against the isolation of the long winter, 
when for days or weeks, even the 
trucks can't get over Teton Pass; when 
the wild beauty of snowbound scenery 
dissolves for everyone in “cabin fever,” 
or worse. 

To illustrate, the author shows how 
the drolleries of the Silver Dollar Bar 
give way to action in an abortive winter 
carnival; he drags us through some 
rather earthy descriptions of parts of 
Jackson not generally observed by vis- 
itors; then brightens the view with a 
passage about the Tetons which will 
touch the heart of anyone who has 
rounded the long butte that separates 
the town from the view of the great 
peaks. 

As he says, “You have to drive up- 
country three or four miles and there 
the Tetons rise before you, 15 miles 
away but as close as your hand. This 
dramati¢ outcropping of the earth’s 
crust exerts an influence on local people 
that is deeper and longer-lasting than 
the ephemeral impactonthe passers-by. 

“Once I asked a man who had home- 
steaded in the Hole and now was close 
to 80 years old, ‘Don’t you ever get 
tired of looking at those mountains?’ 
He looked at me curiously. ‘Those 
mountains are never the saine,’ he said.” 

Neither, it appears, are the people 
who live in Jackson Hole.

The 
physician should see him and, if he needs a diet, the doctor 
will prescribe it, and the child will be the better for the 
experience. So will his parents.

Facts About Fuses

Q) sere upon a time there 

QC) were no such things as 

fuses. When the wiring in 
a house was short-circuited or 
became overloaded, it just got 
hot and eventually set the house 
on fire. This was not a very éat- 
isfactory arrangement and s0 
fuses were invented. 

Not so many years back there 
was only one kind of fuse in 
the average home and that was 
the plug fuse Most of vs have 
had a chance to get to know 
the plug fuse. It has a little 
window on the top and it 
screws into a plug in the fuse 
box. It comes in several capaci- 
ties and the general idea is 
that the size fuse you use de- 
pends on the size of the wiring. 
If you have No. 14 wiring — as 
most homes do — then you 
used a 15-ampere fuse. If a 
heavier No. 12 wire you could 
use the heavier 20-ampere fuse. 

Trouble with the plug fuse is 
that there is nothing to prevent 
someone who has overloaded a 
No. 12 wire circuit putting in 
a heavier 20-ampere or even a 
25-ampere fuse. This sort of 
undoes the protection that a 
fuse is supposed to provide and 
can start a fire. 

To stop people from doing 
this, someone invented the non- 
tamperable fuse. This has an 
adapter that screws into the

regular plug fuse socket and 
onee the saapter is in place, 
you can't use a larger capacity 
fyse—it won't fit in the adapt- 
er. This gives you anh of 
protection that you s have. 

There is another t of fuse 
on the market and Ils the 
time delayed fuse. This type of 
fuse will carry a heavy overload 
for 20 seconds or so and then it 
blows. It’s useful on circuits 
with motors plugged into them 
such as air conditioners, pumps, 
etc, because when an —e ie 
motor starts up it requ 
heavy amount of: current i 
just a few seconds and then it 
takes only a small fraction of 
this amount to keep it going. 
The time delayed fuse allows 
it to have a big load of current 
for starting but if the heavy 
demand continues, the fuse 
blows.

giant airlines of today weré struggling and insecure 

upstarts, there was many a promotion to get the travel- 
ing public airborne. One of these was sort of a “Ladies 
Day” deal by which a man 
buying a ticket could take 
his wife along free. 

As a bit of follow-up 
public relations, letters 
would be sent to wives in- 
quiring how they liked 
their trip into the blue. 

The whole idea was 
dropped, however, after a 
few wives wrote back: 
“What air trip?” 

Other promotions, like 
excursions and special 
weekend rates, worked out 
fine; the public became 
progressively more air- 
minded; the volume in- 
creased, and long gone are 
the days when a plane 
ride was something to 
write home about. 

However, Mrs. Agnes 
Regan, a chipper fixture 
in the local air industry, remembers when an airplane trav- 
eler was considered an adventuresome soul indeed. She 
knows all about airline passengers. She has dealt with 
some 165,000 of them. Tomorrow she will round out 25 
years with American Airlines.

“BOY, THAT TAKES ME BACK to the dark ages!” she 
said, and in the air-travel picture it does. A quarter-century 
in most businesses, she reminded, isn’t long—but 25 years 
in the airline business carries us right back to the days 
of Ford tri-motors, cotton in the ears, the literal a’borning 
days of commercial air travel. 

In fact, come her twenty-fifth anniversary of service 
Wednesday, Mrs. Regan will be hailed as the oldest em- 
ploye, in point of service, with American locally, and pos- 
sibly the oldest in St. Louis. (And she’s not even 50 yet.) 

She’s on the ticket counter at the Hotel Jefferson, 
and has been these many years. A constant. flow of pas- 
sengers Comes and goes, with little more excitement than at 
the commuter’s depot at Kirkwood. Not always was it thus. 
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“IN THE OLD DAYS, passengers and prospects wanted 
reassurance,” she recalled. “All the reassurance they could 
get. Nobody knew anything much about air transportation. 
They use to ask me if they would have to wear flying togs.” 

No goggles, no fur-lined jackets, she would assure 
them. Just street wear. But don’t forget their chewing 
gum, for the change in air pressure, and the cotton for 
their ears. 

Air mail brought most of the revenue back then. 
Many’s the proud Vultee or Stinson, with a whopping 
eight- or 10-passenger capacity, which would leave St. 
Louis with one or no paying passengers. Airlines, Mrs. 
Regan remembers, made an all-out fight for paying fares. 

“Hotel porters would get a commission on tickets they 
sold,” she said. And no little responsibility for the sell- 
ing of airplanes as transportation for the public should 
go to workers like Mrs. Regan. They had to be combination 
diplomats, public elation officials and general nursemaids.

ONE EXAMPLE: She remembers an 8-year-old girl 
back in the 30s, grounded here by weather en route to 
Dallas. Mrs. Regan (1) called the girl’s worried parents 
long distance, (2) took the little girl out to dinner, (3) 
bought her a train ticket, (4) rode with her as far as the 
Tower Grove station so she wouldn't be afraid, (5) made 
train friends for her, (6) got off and again called the par- 
ents, told them not to worry that the girl was with Mrs. 
So and So. 

Her own favorite way of selling potential but dubious 
ticket-buyers was to teil them about her own flights, and 
how much she enjoyed them. 

“Up over the clouds when I was flying back from Chi- 
cago last month,” she would say, “was just like flying on 
a meringue pie.” 

Her enthusiasm wasn’t forced. Almost up to the very 
day she went to work for the airline Mrs, Regan, herself, 
not only had never been up in an airplane—but had no 
idea you could actually buy a ticket for a long range flight. 

“I was downright amazed when I found out,” she said. 
“I thought to myself, why this could give the trains real 
competition!”

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THE MOST HECTIC TIME in her entire career came 
at the end of a World Series played in St. Louis, back in 
the 30s, when, all at once, everybody—or so it seemed— 
decided to fly home. The then-unheard-of volume of 11 
sections were made up for outgoing passengers, and Mrs. 
Regan, with her fellow workers, put in some 18 hours 
straight. 

“We did it,” she said. “As I recall it, we had a couple 
of passengers left over—but we did it. It was a big day. 
Now? Oh, nobody gets excited anymore.” 

Her job is departmentalized now. No longer does she 
have to fill in whatever capacity arises. “They've finally 
made the job easy,” she said. And admitted she misses 
the old days. 

She had watched an industry grown from a baby to 
a giant, and had a good time in the process and, after 
considering retirement, has just about decided to stay on 
and watch a while longer. Why? One reason—before long 
she will be eligible for the company's bestowal of two 
flights annually in the American system, free. 

And, a firm believer in what she’s been selling all 
these years, she plans to get in a lot more of that meringue- 
pie time.

What Say, You All? 


<6 ¢ YAM 74 years of age,” writes 
|: Waco (Tex.) reader,” and 
have lived in this vicinity 
»ll my life. I do not recall ever 
hearing a single person re- 
ferred to as ‘you all.’ This, not- 
withstanding the fact that some 
resident of Colorado, I believe, 
stated. he did not believe it. I 
should like your opinion on this 
matter.” 


Most Southerners of my ac- 
quaintance would agree with 
correspondent that a care- 

ful distinction should be ob- 
served in the use of “you all” to 
apply only to two or more per- 
sons, never to a single person. 
Indeed, many Southerners feel 
that the indiscriminate use of 


Yankee writers for motion pic- 
tures and radio to inject South- 
ern “flavor” into their dialogue. 

Unfortunately, evidence col- 
lected by students of our lan- 
guage seems to indicate that this 
distinction is honored almost 
as frequently in the breach as 
in the observance, As long ago 
as 1903, a correspondent of the 
New York Times reported: “It 
is a most common greeting to 
have a Southern gentleman 
greet you in Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Arkansas or 
Mississippi with the question, 
‘Good morning! Where are you 
all going this morning?’ not- 
withstanding that you are quite 
alone.” And there are numerous 
instances of much more recent 
date indicating that, rightly 
or wrongly “you all” has fre- 
quently been used in addressing 
a single person. 


Henry L. Mencken once re- 
marked, “The literature on the 
subject of ‘you all’ is extensive 
and full of bitterness.” Certain 
it is that, over the years, there 
have been many attempts to 
prove that, though “you all” has 
been frequently used in addres- 
sing a single person, it would 
never be so used by an edu- 
cated person. 

And that, I think, is an ac- 
curate picture of the: situation 
as it appears today. Ignorant 
Southerners and uninformed 
Yankees may use “you all” in 
addressing a single person, but 
a well-bred Southerner would 
never dream of doing so. And, 
since my Waco correspondent 
happens to be an attorney, it's 
entirely understandable that he 

would never have in his circle 
of acquaintances anyone capable 
of misusing the term.

It would be a good idea, too, 
to put some of your most cherished possessions out of their 
reach. Children don’t know, if they aren’t taught, that cer- 
tain things should not be touched.

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ITH make-up, as with all 
good things, if too much is 
used, the results can be dis- 
astrous. On the other hand, just 
the right amount can heighten 
your glamour and transform 
beauty beyond compare. 
It’s like turning up the lights 
on a stage. 


In the evening, it goes with- 
out saying, the right foundation 
is indispensable. Not only does 
it beautify, but it can color, cov- 
er, protect and correct. And it 
gives your face powder staying- 
power. 


The only danger is the over- 
use. That can spoil all chances 
of beauty. One of the doors in 
a model's school in New York 
bears the legend, “Make- 
Down.” It is behind this door 
that models learn to apply cos- 
metics—to eliminate a tasteless 
made-up look, They learn to 
apply cosmetics so they become 
a part of beauty rather than 
looking harshly superimposed. 
For the direct route to facial 
glamour is by the artful use of 
make-up. 


Here is a big secret that will 
help you the next time you want 
to’ look especially glamorous 
for a big date. It is called 
“taking your foundation to bed 
for 10 minutes.” First cleanse 
your face, throat and shoulders. 
Then carefully smooth on the 
foundation of your choice until 
it is a satin sheath. Lie down 


for 10 minutes. 

Here is what happens. The 
epidermis, or outer layer of 
skin, absorbs the foundation. 
This causes a slight expansion 
of the skin and subsequently a 
temporary disappearance of 
wrinkles and tiny lines. Upon 


arising, apply a second coat.
